AFFECT ALL RAILROADS 
OF T H E STATE.

Case Will Be Taken To the Higher 
Court: -----Décision May Become 
a State Law. 


place it establishes a precedent in 
this state, there being nothing in the 
statutes covering just such a case as 
this. W hen the decision was announc­ 
ed the plaintiff asked for a new trial 
but on it being overruled appeal or­ 
ders were taken. Should the higher 
courts affirm the decision of Judge 
Frost, tne opinion will be incorpo­ 
rated in the Illinois statutes when 
they are next revised. Attorney Stan­ 
ton A. Hy er appeared for the railroad 
company and cited a case from the 
Missouri courts on a question similar 
to this. 
The Illinois law provides 
that companies m ust maintain farm 
crossings along the lines and in fight­ 
ing this proceedings, the defense con­ 
tended that the property at which the 
crossing was built is not agricultural 
land, nnd by the decision of the 
court this contention is 
sustained. 
The victory means much to the rail­ 
road companies of Illinois, providing
